Dr. Wm. Daniel, a prominent citizen of 
Savanuah, died im that city on Sunday last, aged 
76 years. Lie served several terms in the Lectsla- 
ture as Representative from Chatham county, and 
was Mayor of the city at one time. He assisted 
Lafayette in laying the corner-stone of the Greene 
raonument, On the occasion of the visit of that 
great patriot to Savannah. 


On Friday, December isth, at half-past 
eight o'clock, the village of Clarksyiile, Texas, at 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, was attacked by a 
band of Mexican robbers, among whom were two 
negroes, who killed Messrs. George T. Hammond 
énd H. Phelps, Inspectors of Customs, and severely 
wotnded Robt. R. Ryan, Deputy Collector of Cus- 
toms, in charge of the port. 


Mr. J. T. Serginer, a former resident of 
Athens, Alabama, arrived there last Sunday 
morning from Augusta, Arkansas, having been 
forced off om account Gf the depredations of the 
Arkansas mi itia. Mr. Serginer says that be was 
complied to leave without a change of clothing. 
The militia also took four fine mules from his 
father’s gin; every negr» man he had employed 
lefi, lerving the felds white with cotton. 

A Macon (Ga.) paper says: “Our market 
is getting chuck full of mules. Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, and Northwestern drovers find Georgta a 
fine place to sel! this year. Our planters are sel!- 
ing out their old, broken down stock and replacing 
them with young and healthy animals. They

Stoneman desired to make him commonweaith's 
attorney, be must find other material of which to 
compose the court.” Tucker had not resigned 
when the appointment was made. 


‘the Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad 
was the scene of a terrible disaster last Thursday 
morning. The passenger train going west col- 
lided with a freight train East, at a point about 
oneand @ balf miles east of Chillicothe, abont ¢ 
o'clock in the morning. Three persons were 
killed outright, and one or more fatally injured. 
Two of the killed were residents of Hannibal, 
Mo., engineers employed on the road, Cooper and 
Young. The fireman of the passenger train was 
also killed, 

In 1862, the office of the Hagerstown, 
Md., Mail, was‘assailed by a mob, and the type, 
presses, books, &£c., of the concern, destroyed, be- 
cause of the alleged “rebei’”’ prociivitics of the 
editor, Daniel Dechert. Recently Mr. D. insti- 
tuted suit against the corporation of Hagerstown 
for the destruction of his property, laying his 
damages at ten thousand dollars. The case was 
heard, and last week the jury rendered a verdici 
of $7,500 damages. The mill of justice grinds 
slow but sure. 

A woman named Sarah Myers of un- 
sound mind. was found deadin a hovel in the 
Flat Woods, in Marttson county, Mo., recently. 
An examination proved that she had given birth 
to a dead child, and had then died herself of con- 
vulsions, together with extreme cold. The Mis- 
sourt Democracy, published at Cape Girardeau, 
says that, as the proper authorities had been re- 
peatedly notified of her condition, the verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury should read: “Killed by the 
Madison county court.” 

Planters of Georgia are now freely enter- 
ing into contracts with freedmen for 1869. Pri- 
ces range from $65 to $125 in money and rations. 
About $90 is the average. The system of 
planting upon shares is less popular than it 
was a year ago. The planof paying men ac- 
cording to their worth is now universally rec- 
ognized and adopted. It is certainly but just. 
Worthy and industrious men and boys ought 
to be paid more than idle, lazy fellows. 


Last Monday night a negro man went to 
the house of Mr. James H. Newman, near Jericho, 
Ala., and after a few words with Mrs. Newman, 
deliberately shot her dead in berown door. Fight 
buckshot entered her body, ki'ling her instantly. 
The negro, although disguised and wrapped in a 
white sheet, was recognized by a little child of 
Mr. Newman, and, on her testimovy, was next 
day arre-ted, when he confessed his guilt without 
reservation—alleging, however, by way of excuse, 
that bis victim had threatened to shoot him some 
week or two aco. 

Thomas Crompton Moore has left a leg- 
ecy of over $20,000, to be applied for the 
relief of the suffering and destitute widows ani 
children of Southern soldiers who died or were 
killed in the late war, one-fifth of which amount 
isto be distributed in Sonth Carolina. He has 
aiso bequeathed a large fund to be applied for the 
rebuliding or repairing of churches, without re- 
gard to denominations, injured in the late war 
within the States of North and South Carelina 
snd Georgia. Messrs. James Hall, Francis J. 
Porcher, L. D. DeSaussure, E. H. Frost and Rev. 
John Rumay, of South Carelina, are made trust- 
ees of this fund, andare charged to distribute it 
within seven years.

It will always give us pleasure to hear 
of the progress and prosperity of Clarks- 
ville. Indeed we shall only regret to hear 
from that quarter when charges of wanton 
injustice are laid at our door. We dissent 
from most ifnot from all the views ex- 
pressed in the foregoing remarks, which 
seem to have been directed by a less liberal 
spirit than shoutd animate a man of Mr. 
W.’s experience and good sense. But we 
publish them as matters of interest, throw- 
ing light trom eyery quarter upon the to- 
bacco trade. 


Tennessee River. 

The folly, not to say criminality, of al- 
lowing the Tennessee river, sixth in im- 
portance as to length and extent of coun- 
try drained ot all therivers of the United 
States, to be cut in twain, as it were, by 
the Muscle Shoals, is now coming home to 
the minds of the people, and trom the 
States drained by it, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, as well as from the States 
whose commerce is crippled by these ob- 
structions, Georgia, Missouri, Lowa, there 
comes an imperative demand for the re- 
imoval of the obstacles at Muscle Shoals, to 
which Congress cannot fail to listen re- 
spectfully and to respond favorably. 
The call of the Convention of States to 
be held in Chattanooga, February 24th, to 
memoralize Congress to continue its appro- 
priations to the improvement of the Ten- 
nessee river until the Muscle Shoals cease 
to be an impassable barrier to the com- 
merce of the country, signed as it is by the 
Governors of the six States above men- 
tioned, and heartily indorsed by the peo- 
ple of all the country drained by the Ten- 
nessec river, will call together the repre- 
sentative men of this country, mien of 
enlarged ideas and able to appreciate the 
wants of the country in its altered condi- 
tion, and the result of their consultations 
must awaken Congress and the country to 
ihe importance of the proposed improve- 
ment. The opening of the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers to navigation at all.seasons 
is indeed paramount in importance to all 
other river improvement plans now before 
the country, but this river drains a section 
of country whose agricultural capacity is 
almost unlimited, and along its banks are 
found beds of coal and iron rivaling those 
of Pennsylvania, all vainly seeking an out- 


a 


passable barrier to commerce, with nearly 
8300 miles below them and 600 above them 
of now practically unobstructed naviga- 
tion. 


Confederate Notes. 3 

The Supreme Court of Georgia, it is 
stated, has rendered a decision, confirming 
the decision of a lower court, that the con- 
sideration of a note given for borrowed 
Confederate money was a good and valid 
one. On the other hand, the Supreme 
Court of Tennessee has rendered a directly 
contrary decision. Certainly a test case 
should be made up and taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, so that 
uniformity of practice may be established. 
We have no idea that the decision of the 
Georgia court would be sustained by the 
supreme national tribunal. We cannot 
think that it should be. To enforce pay- 
ment, in tlfe present currency of the coun-

erate paper when forty or fifty dollars of 
that paper did not command more than 
one dollar in greenbacks would be, wheth- 
er legal or not, exceedingly unjust and op- 
pressive. This matter is one of no little im- 
portance. Obligations, immense in amount, 
of the kind indicated, are outstanding in the 
Southern States. Very many Kentuckians 
gave such obligations while they were in 
the South during the war. What they re- 
ceived amounted to scarcely more than a 
song. But let the people have by all means 
a uniform and authoritative rule of settle- 
ment, whatever that rule may be.

MURDERS IN INDIANA. 


A .Kenteckian Shot and Stabbed to 
Death by Highwaymen. 

We learn from the Jasper (Dubois county, Ind.) 
(ourter that Christmas week a stranger was found 
dead on the highway leading from Tarlorsvilie to 
Pikeville, with a bullet hole through his head 
and a knife stab in bis body.

Local financial affairs, unfortunately for bor- 
rowers, have undergone no special change since 
Saturday. Such being the case we are compelled 
to invent a new vocabulary, or use the same sxte- 
reoty ped expressions, tO give our readers a correct 
idea of its condition. We may remark, however. 
that the demand for currency is less urgent. the 
supply somewhat more abundant, though the 
rates ef interest are unchanged, ranging from 9% 
to 12 per cent. at the regular bank-; and from 1 
to 18 per cent. at private banking tnestitutions.

The New York Commercial Bull
